short time this afternoon. When he was f 
awake he appeared to feel too weak to 
take Much notice of those around him. 

He smiled, however, when he was vis- 
ited by his sisters and his niece, who 
sat quietly in the room for some time, 


without disturbing him. 

The temperature of the Pontiff rose 
slightly at 3 o’clock this afternoon, 
reaching 99 degrees. 

Although. official reports state the 
amelioration in the condition of the 
Pope continues, it is reported in other 
quarters the Pontiff is suffering from 
difficulty of respiration, thirst and 
prostration. 

Americans to Be Disappointed. 

Everything is being prepared at the 
Vatican to give the Pope a long rest. 
All pilgrimages have been suspended 
for this month, and the American pil- 
grimage which left New York April 5, 
headed by the Rev. Joseph Schiembs, 
Bishop of Toledo, will not be received 
by the Pontiff. 

Several Cardinals, including Rampolla, 
Vives y Tuto, De Lai, Martinelli, Fal- 
conio, Bisleti and Agliardi, called at the 
Vatican this morning to inquire about 
the Pope’s health, but were not allowed 
to see the patient. 

The official Vatican newspaper, the 
Observatore Romano, says in its even- 
ing edition today: 

‘‘We are glad to be able to give the 
assurance that after his relapse on Mon- 
day evening the condition of the Pope is 
constantly and notably ameliorating.”’

101 RANCH SHOW 
OPENS SATURDAY 
~ ATTHE COLISEUM 


Arrangements have been completed 
by which Miller Bros. and Arlington’s 
101 Ranch Wild West show will open 
its St. Louis engagement at the Coli- 
seum the coming Saturday afternoon, 
April 12, instead of April 16, as pre- 
viously announced. 

The cancellation of several “stands” 
in the Mississippi Valley, owing to 
the floods, has resulted tn the extend- 
ed Coliseum engagement. This will 
be the first time that the 101 Ranch 
show has exhibited in the Coliseum. 
Its previous performances in this city 
have been given under canvas. The 
engagement will be for seven days, 
and two performances will be given 
daily at 2:15 and 8:15. 

On Saturday morning of this week, 
before the opening performance, 
there will be a typical Wild West 
parade, in which, it is announced, all 
the processional resources of the 
show will be exhibited upon the 
Streets. The parade will leave the 
Coliseum at 10:30. The route will ve 
announced later. A mile-long proces- 
sion, with many novel features, and 
scores of gaily costumed cowbors, 
cowgirls, Indians, Mexicans and other 
Wild West characters is promised. 

Stage Coach Holdup Shown. 

The performance, it is announce, 
is a varied one. The old days on the 
prairies is illustrated’ by an attack 
upon the overland stage coach. by 
bandits and the looting of the ex- 
press safe; the capture and destruc- 
tion of an emigrants’ camp by hostile 
Indians; the arrest and punishme::t 
of a horsethief by vigilantes; a buf- 
falo hunt, in which a herd of buffa- 
loes is utilized, and other incidental 
features illustrative of pioneer da;'s. 

The life of today on one of the big 
bonanza ranches is also pictured. There 
is a round-up, in which a herd of long- 
horned Texas steers are used to show 
the cowboy method of roping, a wres- 
tling bout between a cowboy and a 
steer; a quadrille on horseback, with 
cowboys and cowgirls In the saddle; ex- 
pert picking-up contests, in which the 
riders pick up objects from the ground 
while riding at topmost speed; rough- 
riding on bucking bronchos and other 
characteristic Wild West features. 

The congress of cowboys is headed by 
Joseph C. Miller, himself a cowboy 
and rancher, and one of the owners of 
the 101,000-acre ranch at Bliss, Ok., from 
which the show derives its name. There 
are, it is announced, exhibitions of rid- 
ing ard roping by well-known experts. 
including Van Tantlinger, called the 
“King of the Cowboys;"’ Chester Byers, 
who is credited with having won sev- 
eral medals for his cleverness with the 
lariat; Edith Tantlinger, ‘‘the little Ok- 
lahoma sureshot,”’ and Princess Wenona, 
a Sioux girl who is credited with shoot- 
ing with equal facility on the ground or 
from the back of a running horse. 

J. H. Rogers introduces what is said 
t) be a remarkably-trained troupe of 
high school horses; Bessie Herberg, Be- 
atrice Brosseau, the Parry Twins and 20 
other cowgirls, give exhibitions of rough 
riding in company with the cowboys. 


Sixty Indians With Show. 

There are, it is announced, more than 
69 Indians with the show. Many of 
the chiefs are noted for the part they 
have taken in the Indian wars in the 
West. Probably the most noted is Iron 
Tail, whose physiognomy was selected 
by the United States Treasury Depart- 
raent to ornament the new 5-cent pieces. 
Among the other famous Indians with 
the show are Chief High Bear and Chief 
Big Lance of the Sioux tribe, and Chief 
High Chief of the Cheyennes, who has 
eppeared in nearly 60 motion pictures 
cepicting scenes in the old West. 

The Indians are accompanied by their 
syguaws and papooses, ‘and the Indian 
camp is said to be one of the most in- 
teresting incidental features of the

WASHINGTON, April 9.—The United 


States is far behind the rest of the 
world in the imposition of an income 
tax. Fifty-two countries and states im- 
pose an income tax. In 37 countries 
the income tax is estimated to yield 
half of all the returns from direct tax- 
ation. In Great Britain it yields more 
than half. 

England, six Australian common- 
wealths, New Zealand, British Colum- 
bia, Cape of Good Hope, India, Lee- 
ward Islands, St. Vincent, Austria, 
Denmark, Prussia, Alsace-Loraine, 
Baden, Bavaria, Brunswick, Hesse, 
Mecklenburg, Saxony, Wurtemburg, 
Holland, Hungary, Italy, Norway, 
Luxemburg, Sweden, the Swiss Cantons, 
Spain, Queensland and Japan, have the 
income tax. 

The average exemption from income 
taxes in English speaking countries is 
on.an income of $1150; in all others 
where such a tax is imposed it is $250. 
England leads the world in collections 
from income taxes. 

‘Our bill,”” said. Representative Cor- 
dell Hull of Tennessee, who framed the 
income feature of the House tariff bill, 
to the Post-Dispatch correspondent, 
“will collect from $80,000,000 to $100,000,- 
000. If we were to apply the law of 
[England to this country as we will ap- 
ply ours, we would collect between 
$375,000,000 and $400,000,000.’’ 

Representative Hull, in explaining the 
exemptions in the income tax bill, said 
that the Supreme Court had held it il- 
legal to tax instrumentalities of the 
state, so state, county and township 
tonds were made exempt. 

Believing it unconstitutional to change 
the. salary of a Federal officer during 
his term of office, the salaries of the 
President, Supreme Judges and other 
Federal officers are exempted. Their 
successors will be taxed. 

Fraternal, sick benefit, labor and horti- 
cultural organizations are exempt as in 
the: corporation tax bill. 

Comparison of Rates. 

It is not easy to compare the income 
tax proposed in the Underwood bill with 
the tax collected elsewhere, since rates, 
rules and exemptions are constantly 
changing and many other forms of tax- 
ation are little distinguished from in- 
come taxes proper. 

For instance, the separate German 
states levy income taxes, some German 
cities do and the imperial German Gov- 
ernment is about to take an especial 
contributfon from large incomes, pre- 
sumably to be paid in five installments, 
so that for five yeags, and perhaps long- 
er, some Germans may have triple in- 
come taxes to pay. 

In Great Britain the estate taxes. 
levied as death duties, bring in a reve- 
nue of $125,000,000 a year. They are gradu- 
ated, rising to 8 and 10 per cent in large 
estates; on those of over $15,000,000 the 
first $5,000,000 pays 10 per cent and the 
remainder 15 per cent. 

! The British income tax proper was 
levied off and on during the Napoleonic 
wars, and has been levied steadily since 
1842, The exemption has varied from 
$500 to $800 and is now the latter figure. 
The rate has varied from less than one 
per cent upward. During the: Boer War 
it rose to 14 pence (28 cents) on the 
pound (about $5) or nearly 6 per cent, 
and was not then graduated. A super- 
tax is now levied, and the principles of 
graduation and discrimination have been 
further’ introduced, though~.to a _ less 
extent than on the Continent. 

The tax is producing this year $220,000, - 
000, more than twice what the Under- 
wood bill contemplates. An earned in- 
come ‘of $15,000 pays 18c on the» pound 
sterling on the first $10,000 and 28e¢ on 
$5000, $800 being exempt. An unearned 
income pays 28 cents. In general, the 
lowest rate is 18 cents, or about 3.75 per 
cent. The highest is 28 cents, with a. 
super-tax of 12 cents on-incomes over 
$25,000; or in all a little above 8 per 
cent. Besides the Government exemp- 
tion there is a special exemption of 
$60 for each child under 16. A. man with 
five ohildren and $1200 a year pays 18 
cents on the pound sterling, or $150. 
Austria divides the income tax. into 
very minute gradations. The exemption 
is $20, but above that limit the entire 
income is taxed. The lowest rate js 
0.6 per cent; strictly speaking, there is 
no “‘highest,"’ the rate continues to rise 
as the income increases. At $42,500 the 
tax pald is $1937.50, or 46 per cent: an 
income of $500,000 would pay close to §

“We want to see them increase 
their business to such an extent that 
they will have to double their output.”’ 

He explained the Chautauqua idea, 
saying: 

“Everybody knows that the\Chautau- 
qua is a summer school or institute for 
people who wish to secure enlighten- 
ment on a given subject in a few weeks’ 
time. Your committee therefore recom- 
mends that we organize and establish as 
a permanent feature of St. Louis the 
‘Merchants’ National Chautauque,’ or 
the ‘Merchants’ National Business Insti- 
‘tute.’ 

“We should rent a conveniently lo- 
cated theater during the latter part of 
August and early in September for hold- 
ing the Chautauqua meetings. The plan 
of these meetings includes classes on all 
important subjects.’’ 

Among the most important subjects of 
instruction he named window trimming, 
figuring profits, stock keeping and re- 
tail advertising. The classes, he said, 
might be held in the morning, afternoon 
or evening, and with or without vaude- 
ville or other entertainment features. 
Personally, he. added, he did not think

CENSORSHIP WHICH HAS... 


UP THE MOVIES 


RITING on the great change 

that has come over the char- 

acter of the moving picture 
business since the establishment of 
the censorship, which is entirely a 
labor of love undertaken by the Peo- 
ples’ Institute of New York, Will Ir- 
win says: 
| “This elimination of ‘impropriety’ 
‘occupied the first year of the censor- 
‘ship. As one looks over the records 


| of the People’s Institute, he finds the 


entry ‘salacious’ against most of the 
up to 1910.

until now it is rare. ‘Crim- 
inal tendencies,’ ‘bad taste,’ ‘too sen- 
sational’—these are the prevailing 
causes at present. And when the 
went on to treat these 
breaches of good and sound theatri- 
cal art, they found themselves en- 
meshed in difficulties. Who is there 
among us worthy to impose his pri- 
vate taste upon the multitude? Then, 
also, the Board of Censors must ap- 
proach its work from a pecullar at- 
titude. Were the spectators of mov- 
ing picture shows exclusively adults, 
the censors would feel inclined to 
leave this matter to personal judg- 
ment, feeling that a censorship of the 
highly educated over the amusements 
of the many spells paternalism. But 
most of the spectators, in fact, are 
children, and the board must censor 


quency, 


the child mind. One tendency of 
early years grew into a settled policy. 

The board decided not to bar out ab- 
solutely any class of picture. 
As for’ the ‘criminal’ film—but 
there rose a difficulty which has 
kept the board in hot water even to 
this day. 

“Crime, with the appeal to the primi- 
tive passions, interests us all. Now the 
moving picture makers perceived this 
early; from the first, a great part of 
our American films portrayed the ad- 
ventures of burglars, ‘bad men’ of the 
West, murderers. Such people as pro- 
bation officers, children’s judges and- 
police matrons, began to trace outbursts 
of juvenile crime to the moving picture 
houses. 

‘In the treatment of the crime theme, 
the censors found one of their limita- 
tions. It is this: They can correct the 
faults in the individual film; they can- 
not correct a general tendency in the 
whole art. Just at present the managers 
are giving us a deal too much of the 
‘crime-motive.’ The picture of the 
world which they present is out of 
drawing, deeds of violence occupy too 
great an area of the composition. But 
what can the censors do? At the mo- 
ment of writing, the People’s Institute, 
spurred by newspaper complaints from 
all over the country, has just taken of- 
ficial cognizance of the ‘criminal’ tend- 
ency, and Frederic C. Howe, the presi- 
dent, is urging upon producers the dan-
